CALLS THIS NEW CHARGE A RUSE OF 
BASTERN OPERATORS. 


President Ridgeley Ignored the Spring: 
Aid Conference Because He Resents 
Outside Interference—The Strike Can 
Be Ende@ Only by Settlement With 
Pennsyivania and Ohio Strikers— 
Statements as to Where the Response! 
bility Rests, 


The proposed conference of Illinois mine 
operators, which was to dave been held in 
Springfield, III., yesterday, failed to materi- 
alize, there will de no further attempt to- 
wards a conference during the present strike, 
and the Consolidated Coal Co. of St. Louis 
is held responsible for the failure and for the 
present apparent hopelessness of bringing 
together the mine operators and the striking 
miners. 

It was charged openly at Springfield yes- 
terday that President Charles Ridgeley of the 
Consolidated Coal Co., by refusing to attend 
the conference himself or allow his company 
to be represented, and by inducing other 
Central and Southern Illinois mine operators 
to remain away, had made the conference 
impossible, thereby preventing any settie- 
ment between operators and miners. A res- 
olution was offered declaring that owing to 
the absence from the conference of the Cen- 
traland Southern Illinois operators a settie- 
ment of the present difficulty was rendered 
impossible, and although this resolution was 
voted down, the conference adjourned sine 
die, with. many of its members placing the 
responsibility for failure on the Consolidated 
Coal Co., as stated. 

The statement was made that the Con- 
solidated Coal Co., controlled by Russell 
Sage and the Gould interest in New York, 
was determined to take advantage of the 
present situation to force their mine em- 
ployes down to the lowest possible scale of 
wages, and that it was for this reason the 
company had refused to attend the Spring- 
field conference. 

This morning a PostT-DItsPpatcn reporter 
called on General Manager J. C. Simpson of 
the Consolidated Coal Co., atthe cOmpany’s 
offices in the Laclede Bullding, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining the company’s omeial an- 
swer to this serious charge. 

MANAGER SIMPSON’S STATEMENT. 


„„If you will notice, said Mr. Simpson, 
„eit is only within the past two days that 
this shifting of the responsibility to the 
shoulders of the Consolidated Coal Co. and the 
other mine operators of Central and] Southern. 
lilinois has been attempted, This moveis a 
ruse on the part of interested parties to di- 
vert public attention from what has all along 
been known as the real seat of trouble. 

‘*This present strike began en April 21, in 
Pennsylvania, and was caused by a redac.- 
tion in wages determined upon by Fennsy}- 
vania mine operators. It spread to Ohio 
and then, following the failure to arrive at a 
satisfactory agreement, a sympathetic 
strike was ordered in the mines of Indiana 
and Illinois. 

it should be distinctly understood that 
this ‘sympathetic strike’ of the miners of 
Illinois was rendered operative only by in- 
timidation, as has already been shown by re- 

orts published in the daily papers. The 

llinois miners have no grievances of their 
own; they have not even attempted to voice 
a grievance; there bas been nodemand made 
upon our company or the other Central and 
Southern Illinois mine operators.

At Last the Sugar Schedule Is 
Reached in the Senate. 


It Is the Vithl Part of the Amended 
Wilson Tariff Bill. 


— = 


STATUS OF THE CLOSURE AS IT COMES 
FROM THE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


Senator Manderson Saye It Contains 
Both Sweetness and Light—Sugar 
Pervading the Whole Tarif Bill— 
Enormous Consumption inthe United 
etates—The Perils of Free Sugar Set 
Forth—A Warm Discussion. 


Wasuincron, D. O., Jane 1.—The tariff Dill 
was then laid before the Senate, and the 
great battle over the sugar schedule began. 
The McKinley law passed raw sugars on the 
free list, imposed % cent duty on refined 
sugar, and gave a bounty ot 2 cents to the 
sugar grower. The House bill repealed the 
bounty and placed all sugars, raw and re- 
fined, on the free list. 

The first bill reported from the Finance 
Committee of the Senate gave a specific duty 
of from 1 cent to 1.285 cents per pound, ac- 
cording to polarioscopic test. The com- 
promise amendment, which is the one now 
before the Sepate, made the sugar schedule 
go into effect Jan. 1, 1895, the rates 
being 40 per cent ad valorem on all sugars 
raw and refined, % of 1 cent additional on 
sugars above 16 Dutch stancard, with an ad- 
ditional 1-10 of 1 cent a pound on sugars from 
countries paying export bounties. It also 
continued the sugar treaty with Hawall. 

SWEETNESS AND LIGHT. 

Mr. Manderson took the floor, as Mr. Jones 
had formally proposed the compromise 
amendment. The sugar schedule, he said, 
was the in.eresting schedule of the bill. It 
contained both sweetness and light, 
It seemed to pervade the whole 
bill. The Dill could not be 


touched without laying hands on sugar. The 
Renate had even departed from the consider- 
ation of the bill to make explorations in 
sugar, not the cape-fields, but 
in the committee-room. The saccharine 
principle as it impregnated all nature in- 
vaded every feature of this bill. 
BNORMOUS CONSUMPTION. 

The consumption of sugar in the United 
States was enormous, he sald—almost 5,000, - 
000, % pounds of raw sugar had been 
consume@ last year, representing, it 
grown and refined abroad, a grand total 
of $182,000,000 to be paid to foreigners. 
Free sugar would mean the immediate de- 
struction of the beet sugar industry and the 
gradual extinction of cane sugar produetion 
in the Southern States. If properly protect- 
ed he prophesied that Defore 1905. beet sugar 
— j would have so developed in the 

orth and cane — — in the South that the 
United States could supply the full consump- 
tion ofthe country. Beet sugar growing of- 
fered an important industry to the farmers. 

WESTERN FARMERS, 

When developed to the extent necessary to 
supply the home demand it would afford a 
crop of 2,000,000 acres. Was it any wonder 
that the tarmers of the West wanted a con- 


tinuation of the sugar bounty? They were 

enthusiastic over the prospect. it was the 

great boon which they asked Congress to 

save to them. Evéry acre planted in beets 

meant twenty days’ labor to a man. 
AMERICAN ADVANTAGES, 

No country in the world, Mr. Manderson 
said, was so well adapted to produce beet 
sugar as the United States. Beet growing 
ultimately would displace cane growing. 
Cane contained 18 per cent of sucrose or 
crystalline sugar, sorghum but 9 per cent 
while Beets gave from 15 to 19 per cent of 
crystalline sugar. 

Mr. Manderson denied that in fostering the 
growth of beet and cane sugar any obliga- 
tion existed to protect therefiners. There 
was no eonnection, he declared, between the 
sugar ai. Owers and the odious sugar trust. 
He cared nothing for the one and everything 
for the other.

The Commission Forms a Law Permitting

WasnHincron, June 1.—After an investiga- 
tion ofthe subject of railroad pooling ex- 
tending through all of this Congress the 
House Committee on Commerce has reported 
the bill, of which Representative Patterson 
of Tennessee is the author, to radically 
modify the anti-pooling section of the inter- 
state commerce act. The proposed system, 
which permits pooling under certain restric- 
tions and under the supervision of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, has the sup- 
port of a majority of the commissioners as 
well as of prominent railroad men who know 
of its provisions. An amended law on the 
plan laid down by Representative Patterson 
was favored by resolutions of the recent con- 
vention of State Railroad Commissioners held 
in Washington. | 

The report from the committee has been 
submitted to the House by Mr. Patterson. It 
states that there has been shown a consen- 
sus of opinion on the part of the State Com- 
missioners and the Interstate Commission to 
permit competing roads to enter into con- 
tracts fora division oftheir gross earnings 
under safeguards and restrictions. While

Senator Turpie’s resolution for the abro- 
gation ofthe Russian extradition treaty 
offers opportunity for the Senate to redeem 
itself in some measure in the estimation of 
the people by a rightedus act, 

Few acts of the United States Govern- 
ment have reflected as much discredit 
upon it as the ratification of the treaty of 
extradition with Russia, whereby the 
United States agreed to become the 
possible instrument of Russian tyr- 
anny. This is the practical et- 
fect of the treaty obligation, for 
under the skillful wording of the instru- 
ment by thecunning agents of the Czar, 
our Government is bound to deliver up 
subjects of the Czar whose sole offense has 
been disloyalty tothe Ozar'e absolutism 
and departure from the country without 
the Ozar’s consent. The strict policing of 
the Czar’s dominions practically brings all 
political refugees within the scope of 
this compact, 

The treaty has been condemned by the 
American people. Itisrepugnant to the 
lawe of éniightened nations and to the 
principles of free government. Its effects 
would be shocking to the civilized world. 
Hven those who were instrumental in 
setting up the compact have not dared or 
heave not been able to defend it. 

The abrogation of the treaty would be a 
just and proper act. It would be a popu- 
lar act. It is an act demanded by the 
honor of the United States. Let the Tur- 


pie resolution be passed. 


MISSOURI REPUBLICANS, 

The gold monometallist Republicans of 
St. Louis will be as completely over- 
whelmed in their State convention as the 
Cleveland Democrats were in the Demo- 
cratic State convention. The veteran 
Van Horn says in the Kansas City Jour- 
nal:

The defense of Circuit Attorney Zachritz 
to the implied rebuke of the Grand-jury in 
inquiring into the acceptance of a com- 
promise plea in the case of bur- 
glar Dennison may be good.

Minor 
offenses are punished by Work- 
house sentences and the Work-house 
is notoriously an unsafe harbor for influ- 
ential criminals. Inmates with political 
friends or protectors find their punish- 
ment mitigated. The Mayor exercises the 
power of remittance and it is thus brought 
within the scope of municipal politics. 

The proper outcome of an indictment is 
a trial. The rule of trying all cases 
should be departed from only in rare and 
extraordinary instances and under the 
exercise of the greatest discretion. This 
isthe only safe course to assure justice 
and guard against abuse. It isthe best 
protection of the State officers from sus- 
picion or charges of abuse and corruption.

VALUABLE TIN BOX. 


It Holds Missing Securities Belonging to 
Millionaire Martin’s Estate.

$1,000,000 in securities and real estate in Cni- 
cago. He lived with Serena Martin, his niece,

It 
is said thatthe day after the funeral Serena 
Martin went to Iselin, N. J., taking with her 
atin dox in which her uncle kept his securi- 
ties, Thies she refused to surrender, olalm- 
ing it contained bequests made by her uncle 
previous to his death, and, therefore, the 
securities did not belong to the estate. The 
eirs are willing to allow her to keep $35,000, 
which she says her uncle gave her, if she 
Will turn over the remainder of the secur!i- 
ties in the tin box.

Grand-Jury May Take Further Action— 
Zachritz Keeping Tab on Hims elt.

him, were seen to-day to ascertain why the 
Grand- jury had accepted the explanation of 
Circuit Attorney Zachrits which

The latter was seen dy a 
POST-DISPATCH reporter yesterday afier- 
noon and gave substantially the same ex- 
planation that he did to the Grand-jury. 
Without entering into the particular merits 
of the Dennison case, Mr. Zachritz ex- 
plained the difficulties which deset the path 
of a puDlic prosecutor placed in the position 
that he was. He reiterated Judge Edmunds’ 
statement that a year in the Workhouse, 
which Dennison got, was equivalent to two 
years in the Penitentiary. ¢ 

**IT could sit down, said Attorney Zach. 
ritz, and try all the cases as they came up, 
but in what a condition would that goon leave 
matters here? The docket would soon be 
crowded, and the court-room would be filled 
every day with witnesses and costs would be 
piled up against the State. We must take 
some pieas, and in doing so must make some 
concessions. If we don’t offer some in- 
ducements those persons won't accept our 
terms. I consult Judge Edmunas on those 
matters and he approves of my coarse. I 
generally in ap me a plea tell him 
my reasons for doing so u cases of bad 
criminals I never make any concessions. it 
is in cases of first offenders, or persons that 
I know nothing about further t an the case 
against them and in the case of boys that 1 
accept pleas.
